WASHINGTON UK- A 75-12 vote 
of the Senate last night consigned 
to a special bipartisan committee 
a censure move aimed at Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy and evidently signaled 
a 
lengthy new investigation of the 
Wisconsin Republican's conduct. 
Sen. Knowland of

the GOF leader, predicted ap­

Carthy, the Senate’s controvers­ 
ial investigator.

McCarthy called for “ morning, af­ 
ternoon and evening sessions” of 
the group to draft a speedy report. 
“ All I want is a vote by the 
Senate,” he declared.

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Administration Program Moves Steadily 


Most of us have heard some curb-stone 
philosophers, right here in our home com ­ 
munity. who have rather seriously crit­ 
icized President Eisenhower. Part of this 
is due to politics and much of it com es 
from those who have been giving but little 
real thought or studious consideration to 
what the president has done when he took 
over the “m ess'’ in Washington, D. C. 
For some reason there seem s to be an 
effort to spread the idea that the Eisen­ 
hower legislative program has encoun­ 
tered very tough coing and that only a 
relatively small part has any chance of 
becoming law. There has been more talk 
about setbacks, mostly 
political 
propa­ 
ganda, than about accomplishments. 
It would seem clearly to br too much 
of a task for any president, with a Con­ 
gress so evenly divided politically as the 
present one, 
to 
completely 
change 
a 
whole national setup brought about bv 2ft 
years of New' Deal and so-called Fair 
Deal administration such as this nation 
underwent under Roosevelt and Truman. 
It was obvious from the beginning that 
no program so all-embracing as that laid 
down by the president at the start of his 
administration would be approved in its 
entirety. Some of the president’s friends 
and followers are of the opinion that he 
made a mistake in asking so much. But, 
whether that is true or not, an objective 
look at the record shows many very im­ 
portant accomplishments 
Jay Hayden, a nationally syndicated 
columnist, recently discussed what has 
happened. “ Eisenhower 
is approaching, 
the end of his first full fiscal year in a 
remarkably strong position. It is not tot) 
much to say that Eisenhower’s accom­ 
plishment in the field of economics adds 
up to as revolutionary a swing toward 
industrial freedom and stability as Roose­ 
velt’s initial New Deal did in the oppo­ 
site direction of socialistic government 
controls.” 
Mr. Hayden went on to describe a num­ 
ber of the major achievements. Some are 


highly controversial, of course, and many 
people will disagree with their wisdom. 
Regardless of that, the president wanted 
them and got them. Here 
is a 
partial 


lis t: 
The administration wiped out all price 
and wage controls. And it did this, as Mr. 
Hayden observes, “ with no sign of infla­ 
tion, wholesale strikes or other distur­ 
bances that were prophesied as resulting 
from that action.” 
Government military buying for mili­ 
tary purposes has been reduced by $7,- 
500,000,000 in a single fiscal year. Yet 
employment has been running at higher 


le v e ls recently than was the case a year 
ago. In May. the number of employed 
reached a peacetime record. 
Substantial reductions h a v e b e e n made 
in taxes, from which all individuals and 
enterprises will benefit in one way or an­ 
other. Even so, the deficit will be two- 
thirds less than the Truman estimate. 
Though the Senate and House agricul­ 
tural com m ittees voted down the Eisen­ 
hower flexible support 
proposals, 
and 
voted continuance of 90 percent supports. 
a surprising number of senators from 
farm states—including. Iowa, Kansan. Id­ 
aho, Florida and New Mexico—supported 
the president. Here Mr Hayden observes. 
“The avowed purpose of President Eisen­ 
hower to cut back farm price supports, 
hailed earlier as his greatest political 
danger, shows signs of becoming an elec­ 
tion day asset.” 
Other Eisenhower r e q u e s t s which have 
been approved include the St Lawrence 
Seaway, which had befen advocated by 
every president beginning with Harding 
without success; increased social secur­ 
ity benefits; a national defense bill dif­ 
fering in a number of important respects 
from prior ones, and extension for a year 
of the reciprocal trade plan 
That is the record of a stormy and 
eventful year. Few presidents have ob­ 
tained so much they wanted in so short 
a period.

W arning Symptons 
Of Coronary A ttack 


Bv HERM \N N Bl NOESEN 
If the patient who has a coro­ 
nary heart attack lives through 
his first attack and the two cru 
cial month- that follow, it is be­ 
lieved he has a good chance, in 
many cases, to live another eight 
years or more. 
The m o s t common type of 
heart attack that occurs in mid 
die age and old age is the coro­ 
nary heart attack 
In this type 
of heart condition, a clot forms 
in the coronary artery that sup­ 
plies the heart Blood cannot get 
to the muscular tissue of t h e 
heart and, therefore, part of the 
muscle dies. 
Many people die with t h e i r 
first coronary attack. The most 
dangerous period is during t h e 
first two months following t h e 
attack. Recent statistics h a v e 
shown that the average life span 
for a person surviving these first 
two months is eight years. 
Young people have a 
better 
survival chance The presence of 
diabetes or high blood pressure 


lessens the chances of surviving. 
Extremely heavy people have a 
greater tendency toward c o r o ­ 
nary heart attacks. 


Warning Symptoms 
A warning of a future heart 
attack comes, as a rule, with the 
symptoms of angina. With effort 
strain or emotional upset, angina 
brings severe pain going down 
the left arm and above the heart 
The patient becomes very pale 
However, he will usually l i v e 
longer than the patient who does 
not have these symptoms prior 
to an attack. 
Of course, all s u c h persons 
should be under the constant care 
of their physicians.
